Hernandez, personal representative of 
PrcRident Diaz and the governor of thi 
state of Chihuahua, gave an Interna- 
tional significance to the event There 
were thousands of Mexicans la the 
Tsat concourse of people to whom the 
president spoke, and their enthusiaHin 
was almost as fc rvent as that of the 
Americans. 

General Hernandez addressed the 
president on. behalf of his president, 
•xpressifag the tatter's congratulations. 
President McKinlev, In bis response, 
paid a hirh tribute to the president of 
the Mexican republic, and charged th<' 
emissary to convey to the president ot 
Mexico the warm regard and personal 
esteem of the president of the United 
States, with best wishes for the con- 
tinued prosperity of the sister repub- 
lic. The piesideiit's speech was espe- 
cially notable on account of his Injunc- 
tion to the people not to be alarmed 
by imperialism. He said: 

"There Is no imnerlallsm except the 
Imperial power of the sovereign peo 
pie of the rnlted States." 

The governor of Chihuahua nleo 
welcomed the president to the border. 

The exercises In the plaza were 
preceded by a military parade. 

The women of the cabinet crossed 
the Uio Grande to .Juarez, where they 
were tendered a breakfast by Juan 
Ochoa, a prominent Mexican banker. 
Mrs. McKinley did not attend the 
breakfast, but enjoyed a short drive 
during the morning. 

At noon the presidential party re 
eumed its journey westward. The next 
important stop is at Phoenix, A. T.

Warptd by 'Wait Street. 

ChicaKo. May 6.— Jamicson & Co. of 
16!* I.asalle street, one of the largest 
stoc k brokerage firms In the west, has 
suspended, being unable to meet its 
obligations on the New York Stock 
Exchange. Mr. Jamelson declared his 
belief that his firm could pay its cred- 
tiors in full. Customers of the firm 
are said to have been short on the New 
York Stock E.tchange, but were una- 
ble to produce sufficient margins to 
cover the advance of stocks. This 
threw the obligations of Jamieson on 
account. P'unds which Mr. Jamelson 
fully expe(ted to receive failed to 
reach him, with the result that he was 
compelled to elofe his deals. 

Ship Combine Not Completed. 
New York. May 6. — The official 
statement promised in connection with 
the federation of the Union Iron works 
of San Francisco, the Bath Iron works 
of Bath, Me., the Newport News Ship- 
building and Drydock company of 
Newport News, and Lewis Nlxon of 
Elizabethport. Me., waa not made Mon- 
day. At the ofllce of H.' W. Poor & 
Co.. who are financing the combination 
in connection with a group of l)anker8 
and brokers, it was said that the state- 
ment would be given out Wednesday. 
It was denied that there was any hitch 
in the plan of consolidation, the state- 
ment being merely that certain details 
were to be perfected. 



Buying In the Interurbans. 

Detroit, May 6.— The Detroit United 
railway has purchased the Detroit and 
Northwestern Suburban trolley line, 
which runs between Detroit and I'ly- 
moutb, » distance of about 30 miles. 
The price Is said to be $800,000. The 
owners will not receive cash, but an 
issue of 4% percent bonds in exchange 
for their sto( k. It is said to be the 
purpose of the Detroit United Railway 
company to ultlmatsly purchase all the 
suburban lines running Into Detroit 
and reorganize as the Detroit United 
and Suburban railways. 

Texaa Tour About Ended. 
Texarkana, Tex.. May 6. — Monday 

the committee of the New York Mer- 
chants' association and chamber of 
commerce passed through this city.

Washington. May 6.— The latest mail 
from China brought to the state de- 
partment new proofs of the terrible 

and perhaps irretrievable conditions 
which exist under the foreign military 
rul(> in .North China, involving a situa- 
tion not hitherto fully realised even 
in Washington, and utterly unappre- 
ciated in the United States generally. 
The character of the Information 
which ha.-, now come Into ilie ;tilniiti- 
istration s possession Is summarized ii. 
the following extracts from a commu- 
nication written by one of the most 
trusted officials In the service abroad: 
"The question of raising the indemni- 
ty, though one of the niost serious for 
the t'hin»-s'> government, is not para- 
mount. All the people who are likely 
to know declare the Chinese peasant 
can stand no greater burden of ta\:a- 
tlon than In the past, so the cjuestion 
resolves itself Iar:;ely to reducing the 
exp» n.se of collection, which in Ciiina 
involves radical reforms. Another 
proposition for meeting the indemnity 
is to grant lucrative mining and Indu.s 
ti'ial c< •ic( ssioiis to forei<;.,,.rs, liut 
tliat mean.- liartering their iudepem" 
ence and U.ying up endless trouble for 
the Chinese, who are quick to recog- 
nize the fact. If the whole horror of 
the murder and pillage done between 
Tien Tsln and Peking comes to be un- 
derstood in the I'nited States and in 
Europe, the sum of it is so great, com- 
pare d to the number of Christians 
who have suffered at the hands of the 
Chinese, that, rightly or wrongly, the 
Chinese are likely to be held the in- 
jured |)arty. Lancers wantonly impal- 
ing little < hildren by the waysiiU in 
the streets of Peking are some of the 
least of the well-authenticated horrors, 
and to some foreign soldiers a dead 
Chinese Christian is Just as satisfac- 
tory evidence nf iKj (juarter as a dead 
Boxer; they neither know nor care for 
such trifling distinctions. The allies, 
even if they could agree, could not set 
up an administrative machinery of 
their own for the empire. Th(>y n:ust 
restore the power to some native par- 
ty, and the cjuicker they d,, it the bet- 
ter for China. The Chinese estimate 
that 1.000.000 of their people have 
lost their Uvea by violent deaths or 
starvation about Peking and Tien Tsln 
since the allies came. Well inf(unie(l 
foreigners, long resident here, do not 
regard the estimate as exaggerated. 

The North China News of March 28. 
endeavoring to tell why such a situa- 
tion as is alleg :d can exist, says: 
"Simply because Chinese civil author- 
ity has been suppi-essed. driven away, 
and nothing substituted for it. The 
country between the sea and Peking 
has been devastated and the people 
have been killed Indiscriminately or 
driven out of their homes to become 
bandits. We should have thought that 
one of the first ac ts of the foreign ail 
ministration after Peking was relieved 
would have been to strengthen the 
Chinese civil authorltiy and make it 
responsible for the pre i rvation of or 
der. But what magistrate can l)e ex 
P'H tc d to n main at bis post and exert 
himself to put down opposition to for 
elgners when at any moment a foreign 
lieutenant with a handfol of troops 
may come to him and demand a sum 
of money on pain of having his town 
or village burned if refused?" 



HEIE AFPA R-^NT IN A USTRALIA. 
Royal Visitors «>i\ CM liuyHl Weicom.

Melbourne. .May t,._The Duke and 
Duchess of Cornwall and York have 
landed from the steamer Ophir. Th? 
royal visitors were received by Lord 
Hopetoun, governor general, and the 
state and federal ministers. 

After the ministers had been pn • 
sented the party passed down the car- 
peted pie{- and entered carriages, sur- 
rounded by a guard of honor composed 
of Victorian troops Just returned from 
South Africa, and protfeded a ili^- 
tance of seven miles through brilliant- 
ly decorated streets bordered with al- 
most continuous lines of stands filled 
to their utmost capacity. The entire 
route was lined with demonstrative 
crowds, and the decorations, ar( hes, 
Venetian masts and columns along ttie 
line of march were very effective. Op- 
posite the Town hall the procession 
passed beneath the queen's arch, can- 
opied with royal colors and shelter- 
ing a golden statue of Queen Victcuia. 
The drive terminated at Government 
House. It is estimated that there are 
80,0U0 Visitors In Melbourne. There 
were 12,000 troops in line. 

Home Rule Party Split. 

Honolulu, April 27, via San Fran- 
cisco, May 6. — The home rule move- 
ment is dead, according to the state- 
ments of Its former most ardent sup 
potters. There is no party whip, no 
leadership, no organization. The leg- 
islative sessions began with a solid 
home rule majority of more than two- 
thirds in the bouse, and almost that 
much in the senate, lnit vot< s taken 
at the present time show only a f^w 
honicrub rs are hanging together as 
such. The Republicans also have split 
on various questions, and the present 
situation In the legislature is one in 
which party cjuestions seldom occur.

MUNiaPAL ELECTRIC PLANTS. 

Ten years ago the Lettielature of Mai ^ 
aacbosetta pa8se<l a law permittioK the 
parcbare or construrtioo of electric light- ^ 
ing plants to be operated under maoici- 
pal control. Since tlien eijfhteen inunir- 
ipal electric plants have been established 
In as many towns, with popnlatioc vary- ! 
ing fro.ii 1.0 »0 to -'7,1 I 

''Id regard to these recent muoicipal | 
enterprises," says the Philadelphia Rec- 
ord, "it lias been s!i<)wn by ('xj^ert testi- 
mony ))efore the laiiiHtrial Comuiiseiou 
that they have been more profitable 
than the great majority of private plants 
in cities and towns of the State. Four- 1 
teen public electric plants operated in as 
many towns yielded net profits of 12 3 
per cent., while in forty-three towns 
served I'V private electric companies the 
return on the amount invested was only 
6.4 per cent In order to arrive at tbia 
result, tlie expert in ve«tiKator8 credited 
the town with full commercial value for 
every light devoted to public service ; yet 
even with this factor eliminated the 
plants under municipal control showed a 
conaiderable excess of profit over thofe 
of private companies. This is scarcely 
surprising, iu view of the peculiar condi* 
tions of electric service—which inexora- 
biy exact perfection in equipment— and 
of the erase for 9tock*watering that baa 
rendered so many private companies of 
this class a prey to rascals of every de-

A pelition si^nul by twenty-eight citi- 
zens of tbe Fifth and Sixth wards was 
presented, aaliing Coondl to take aome 
action in recard to the pond east of 
Union street and south of the C. and O. 
railroad. They claim this pond is a 
menace to the health of the neighbor- 
hood, as at certain seasons the smell 
from it is very otleneive. The matter 
was referred to the Board of Health. . 

The claim of Dr. Shaekleford for 960 
for services in smallpox cases in Novem- 
ber and December was allowed. The 
Chairman of tbe City Board of Health 
was ordered to not employ any physician 
or other person hereafter without proper 
authority. 

The saloon license of F. L. Stokes was 
transferred to C. .Schuler, agent for 
Harry Power. 

R. B. Lovel and M. A. O'Hare, elected 
Supervisors of Tax at tbe last meeting, 
tendered their resignations, which were 
accepted. H. L. Newell, the other mem- 
ber, was also unable to accept, as he will 
be absent from city the week the Board 
is to meet. J. H. Rains, F. Devine and 
J. B. Burgesa were then elected as mem 
bers of said Board. 

The Board of Education presented an 
estimate of ita probable reoeipta and eX' 
penses the ensuing year and asked for a 
levy of -'O cents on the $100 from the 
city for aobool purpoaee. Outside of tbe 
city levy, the probable receipts will be: 
From State $^,.300, lines $1.'50, tuition 
$150, and county $4,000; total $7,<*00. 
Probable expendituree: Teachers 
000, Janitors $630, insurance $150, sup- 
plies $1,000, buildings $750, taking cen- 
sus $80, salaries $350 ; total $16,960. 

Tbe ordinance regulating tbe conatrur- 
tion of sidewalks and pavements, curb- 
ing and gutters was adopted by a 
unanimous vote. It goes into fnll de- 
tailb and i;iveH property holders the op- 
tion of using paving brick, freestone or 
conerete. 

An ordinance wu iatvodooed oidwiog 



the constmctlen of a pavement on tbe 

north siile of Second street, from Lower 
or Sfhultz to the Weat End of the city. 
All property holders are to pnt tbe 
jiavements down within thirty days of the 
adoption and publication of the ordi- 
nanee, the eoat of same to be pro rated 
according to front foot, this cost to be a 
lien on the property until paid. Tbe or- 
dinance went over until next meeting. 

Tbe rulee were anapended and an ordi- 
nance adopted regnlating the mooring of 
booaeboata on river ebore in city limits. 

An ordinance regnlating the erection 
of bulldiogs was adopted nbder a suspen- 
sion of the rules. 

The committee to whom the Public 
Library qaestion was referred some time 
ago presented tbe following report which 
also embodies the legal opinion of Judge 
A. M. J. Oocbtan tind Olty Attorney 
Wood : 

The MaytTlIle and Mason CouDty Library, His- 
torical and Sclentltic Assoolatiun owD^ the real 
e.«Ute on the west side of .siittoii street, between 
l^ccoii'l aii'l Third. Ihi-i city, aii<l 81 1,4 10. in, sub- 
ject to the IKu entale of Mrs. Mary A, Hray. and 
Si /V^i subject to the life estate oi Mr.«, ( altierine 
Kice, No ii«e of the personal |iri'perty < an be 
made duriiiK the life of the life tenants. The 
real estate, In the discretion of the asso< iatioii. 
can be sold and pro< l eds invested and held for 
tbe purpose of maintainiDK a public library aud 
historical and soientlflc society, and un the 
death of the life tenants tbe personal property 
can likewise l>o so devoted. 

The city of MaysvlUe bas power to establish, 
maintain and regulate a local public library and 
make subscriptlona, donatioDa and gifta thereto. 

It is desired and it ia possible to brlag' these 
two avallabiUtlss into nalsim and to sstablisk 
one tasUtnttoB. Two sssthods have been sag- 
Rested. One is to pufchase the ooaveat building 
and locate and astablish the library there. Tbia 
can IM done bj the city. But in order to raise 
tbe msana to do ao, the qaasUoa will have to be' 
submitted to a vote of tbe people and carried bjr 
a two-thlrda vote. U tbia is done, tbe real eatate 
on Sutton street, owned l>f the aaaociation, can 
be sold and ita books and other movable property 
removed to the conrent building, and the reve- 
nue from the proceeds of the real estate, ami from 
the personal estate, on death of lite tenants, 
lan be devote<l to the niaiiitaiuauce of a 
public library and historical aud scientific 
asso< iation. The iireeiiwood Library can also 
be moved there aud the revenue derived 
from the ireeiiwood Kuml likewise devotetl. 
The city can also devote annually a sum of 
money to the maintenance oi a public library 
In that building. 

The other method I? tU continue tbe library on 
.Sutton street and for the city to aevote a certain 
sum annually to tbe maintenance of a public 
library tlu re. This can be done without sub- 
mitting tbe matter to a vote of tbe people, and 
the managemeiK of the library can be entrusted 
to aucb agency under such rules and regulations 
as the eity and management may agree upon. 
Such stun must be speclhed in tbe annual levy. 

■neh. in our opinion, la the legal aspect of this 
autter and it will have to be disposed of in one 
or tlie other of the two ways sngissted. 
We, foarooBimittse, lecomnend that the per- 
il ase of the academy build ng known aa tbe 
convent property be anbmitied to tbe voters of 
the city of MajrsTllle. 

The report wa? adopted. It was stated 
that the convent building could be pur- 
cnased for $10,000. Tbe matter went 
over till next meeting. 

Two emerguncv bonds, each for $500, 
were ordered sold to provide fanda for 
current expenses. 

The City Assessor's books were re- 
ported returned to tbe City Clerk. 

City Clerk Danlton waa granted leave 
of absence for three daya. 

A car-load d vitrified brick were or- 
dered purcbaaed for croasinga. 

The committee engaged in reviaing tbe 
city laws and ordinances was autliorizcd 
to receive bids for printing 100 copies of 
same, twenty-8ve oopiea to be bound in 
calf an<l the remalodiMrtn bo«rd,MKl re- 
port to Council. - 

The King'a Daughters of Episcopal 
Church were refunded $3 license paid 
for an entertainment in April. 

The question of improving l/ower 
street, south of Second, waa referred to 
Committee on Internal Improvement 
and the Mayor, with power to act. 

Complaint waa made as to the danger- 
ous condition of tbe old brick buildings 
on southeast corner of Front and Wall. 
Tbe matter was placed in bands of 
tbe Mayor, who will likely oVder that 
they be torn down unless the owners re- 
pair them. In their present condition 
they are liable to tsmbto down and kill
